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RECOMMENDATIONS 
CONCERNING  EDUCATION  IN  MONTANA 


BY  HARRIET  MILLER 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 


Section  75-1309,  R.C.M.,  1947,  which  prescribes 
the  contents  of  the  biennial  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  includes  "such  gen- 
eral matters,  information,  and  recommendations 
relating  to  the  educational  interest  of  the  state  as 
he  may  deem  important." 

I  deem  important  the  matters  listed  here.  There- 
fore, for  the  good  of  Montana  education,  I  rec- 
ommend: 

1.  That,  in  accepting  our  responsibility  for  the 
education  of  our  youth,  the  long-range  value 
of  education,  not  only  to  individuals  but  to 
our  state  and  nation,  be  fully  recognized,  and 
the  provision  of  adequate  opportunity  for  the 
maximum  development  of  each  individual  be 
considered  an  essential  of  the  highest  priority. 

2.  That  increased  efforts  be  made,  at  both  the 
state  and  local  levels,  to  meet  individual  edu- 
cational needs. 

3.  That  school  boards  be  empowered  to  exercise 
greater  local  control  of  education  by  remov- 
ing legal  restrictions  which  now  have  the 
effect  of  hampering  local  efforts  to  improve 
education.  School  boards  also  should  be  given 
the  authority  to  join  together  and  act  as  an 
enlarged  unit,  or  federation,  for  purposes  of 
providing  specific  educational  services  of  mu- 
tual benefit  which  a  district,  acting  singly, 
could  not  provide. 

4.  That  school  boards  be  granted  increased  bud- 
geting authority  to  permit  them  to  carry  out 
more  effectively  the  responsibilities  which  are 
placed  with  them.  The  Foundation  Program 
schedule  should  be  increased  sufficiently  to 
allow  school  boards  to  provide  for  the  basic 
educational  needs  of  the  pupils  in  their  dis- 
tricts without  an  annual  election  to  obtain  that 
budgeting  authority  without  which  schools 
could  not  be  maintained  at  a  level  meeting 
state  accreditation  requirements. 

5.  That  the  responsibility  for  school  costs  be 
distributed  more  equitably  and  that,  to  this 


end,  a  significantly  increased  share  of  the 
essential  costs  of  education  be  provided  from 
state  revenues. 

6.  That,  in  view  of  the  sincere  desire  of  most 
citizens  to  equalize  the  cost  of  education  and 
to  share  fairly  the  responsibility  for  that  cost 
among  all  of  the  taxpayers,  increased  efforts 
be  made  to  achieve  uniformity  of  assessments 
among  the  counties  in  the  recognition  that, 
as  long  as  property  of  the  same  kind  is  as- 
sessed differently  depending  on  its  location, 
the  goal  of  equalization  of  school  costs  cannot 
be  achieved  and  the  basic  countywide  levies 
for  support  of  the  Foundation  Program  will 
continue  to  be  an  unfair  measure  of  local 
effort  and,  as  such,  will  continue  to  defeat 
the  principle  of  equalization. 

7.  That  efforts  be  increased  to  derive  more  rev- 
enue for  schools  from  state  lands  and  invest- 
ments, and  that  action  be  taken  to  provide 
the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  with 
the  professional  services  necessary  to  insure 
that  the  available  resources  produce  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  income  consistent  with  sound 
investment  and  management  practices. 

8.  That  increased  recognition  be  given  to  the 
special  educational  needs  of  handicapped  chil- 
dren and  that  opportunities  available  to  these 
children  be  broadened  through  provision  of 
increased  services  and  state  financial  aid  for 
special  education. 

9.  That  education  of  children  younger  than  six 
years  be  recognized  not  only  as  a  worthwhile 
expenditure  of  public  funds  but  as  an  im- 
portant opportunity  to  increase  the  value  of 
the  investment  that  later  will  be  made  in 
their  education.  Statutory  provision  especially 
should  be  made  to  permit  the  early  education 
of  handicapped  children  by  local  school  dis- 
tricts, and  the  provision  should  be  repealed 
which  now  prevents  the  State  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  Blind  from  accepting  children  under 
five  years  of  age. 
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10.  That  a  comprehensive  technical  and  voca- 
tional education  program  for  Montana  youth 
and  adults  be  designed  and  implemented  with- 
out further  delay. 

11.  That  the  educational  benefits  to  adults  pro- 
vided by  federal  programs,  including  the 
Manpower  Development  and  Training  Act, 
the  Area  Redevelopment  Act  and  the  Eco- 
nomic Opportunity  Act,  continue  to  be  made 
available  through  provision  of  such  state  funds 
as  may  be  necessary  to  participate  in  such 
programs. 

12.  That  consideration  be  given  to  the  request 
of  the  Montana  State  Fire  Chiefs'  Association 
for  the  expansion  of  the  program  of  fireman 
training. 

13.  That  a  thorough  study  be  made  of  the  fees 
charged  students  attending  the  Montana  Uni- 
versity System  and  that  a  more  adequate  pro- 
gram of  scholarships  and  student  loans  be 
developed  to  insure  every  qualified  student 
an  opportunity  for  higher  education. 

14.  That  opportunities  for  higher  education  for 
Montana's  Indian  youth  be  expanded  by 
doubling  the  number  of  fee  waivers  available 
for  attendance  at  the  Montana  University 
System  and  by  removing  the  requirement  that 
25  percent  of  the  fee  waivers  be  granted  to 
students  enrolled  in  teacher-training  programs. 

15.  That  appropriations  be  increased  to  permit 
the  participation  of  more  Montana  youth  in 
the  professional  programs  available  in  other 
states  under  the  auspices  of  the  Western  Inter- 
state Commission  for  Higher  Education. 

16.  That,  in  view  of  the  need  for  public  informa- 
tion about  the  Montana  University  System, 
an  annual  report  be  prepared  and  published 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education  ex  officio 
Regents  of  the  Montana  University  System, 
including  detailed  data  pertaining  to  each  of 
the  units,  such  as  enrollments,  faculty  and 
other  personnel,  programs,  facilities,  expendi- 
tures, sources  of  financial  support  and  other 
information  required  by  legislators,  state  offi- 
cials and  the  general  public. 

17.  That  the  role  of  the  Office  of  County  Super- 
intendent be  reviewed  with  the  goal  of  pro- 
viding more  adequately  for  the  fulfillment  of 
the  many  responsibilities  placed  by  law  with 
the  office. 


18.  That  the  Legislature  continue  to  permit  school 
districts  to  participate  in  such  new  and  exist- 
ing federal  assistance  programs  as  the  school 
boards  deem  worthwhile  and  that,  for  this 
purpose,  the  state  administrative  funds  be 
made  available  to  allow  Montana  to  meet  re- 
quirements for  state  participation  in  such 
programs,  including  the  National  Defense  Ed- 
ucation Act,  the  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act  and  the  Vocational  Education 
Act  of  1963. 

19.  That  conflicts  and  ambiguities  be  eliminated 
from  the  statutes  governing  high  school  oper- 
ation, and  that  clear  authority  be  delineated 
for  the  board  of  trustees  responsible  for  the 
high  school  program. 

20.  That  the  statutory  tuition  rate  pertaining  to 
area  vocational  schools  be  increased  to  pro- 
vide more  equitable  compensation  by  the 
county  of  the  student's  residence  to  the  edu- 
cating district  for  the  cost  of  services  provided 
for  a  student  who  is  not  a  resident  of  the 
district  maintaining  the  vocational  center. 

21.  That  the  Legislature  repeal  the  requirement 
that  40  percent  of  the  voters  must  vote  in 
school  bond  elections,  and  instead  require,  for 
passage  of  a  bond  issue,  only  a  majority  of 
favorable  votes  in  the  total  of  the  votes  cast. 

22.  That  the  laws  pertaining  to  the  changing  of 
school  district  boundaries  be  simplified  to  en- 
courage acceleration  of  the  rate  of  voluntary 
consolidation. 

23.  That  the  education  of  all  Montana-trained 
teachers  include  at  least  a  basic  minimum  of 
guidance  instruction,  in  view  of  the  value  of 
guidance  for  individual  pupils  and  the  short- 
age of  fully-trained  guidance  personnel. 

24.  That  the  Legislature  remove  the  ceiling  on 
teachers'  salaries  for  retirement  system  pur- 
poses. 

25.  That  the  collecton  of  educational  films  avail- 
able to  Montana  schools  through  the  State 
Audiovisual  Library  be  augmented  to  the 
extent  necessary  to  meet  national  standards 
based  on  the  number  of  pupils  served. 

26.  That,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Montana  is 
one  of  two  states  which  has  failed  to  utilize 
federal  funds  available  under  the  Educational 
Television  Facilities  Act  of  1962  with  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  obtainable  through 
matching,  and  in  view  of  the  need  to  bring 
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the  benefits  of  televised  instruction  to  Mon- 
tana pupils,  especially  those  in  remote  areas, 
there  can  be  no  further  delay  in  implement- 
ing the  still-pertinent  recommendations  of  the 
State  Superintendent's  Educational  Television 
Committee  and  that  at  least  the  minimum 
funding  be  provided  to  permit  the  planning 
and  development  essential  to  future  utilization 
of  television  for  instruction. 

27.  That  consideration  be  given  to  participation 
by  Montana  in  The  Compact  for  Education 
(which  requires  enabling  legislation  for  the 
state  to  be  represented  on  the  nationwide 
Education  Commission  of  the  States,  and  ap- 
propriation of  money  for  fees);  that  the  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  of  membership  be 
considered  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and 
if  participation  is  desired,  that  any  enabling 
legislation  specify  the  composition  of  the 
state's  delegation  to  the  Commission. 

28.  That  the  staff  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  be  augmented  to  the  degree  nec- 
essary to  carry  out  all  of  those  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities which  the  Legislature  has  placed 
with  that  office,  including  services  pertaining 
to  health  and  physical  education,  special  edu- 
cation, industrial  arts,  school  buildings,  school 
libraries  and  conservation  education. 

29.  That  the  maintenance  of  the  quality  of  serv- 
ices for  Montana  schools  which  are  provided 
by  the  staff  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  be  insured  through  provision  of 
adequate  operational  funds,  recognizing  that, 
in  education,  competent  personnel  are  among 
the  nation's  scarcest  commodities  and  that 
Montana  is  in  competition  with  the  rest  of  the 
nation   for   their   services;    salary   levels    thus 


should  be  adequate  to  compete  with  public 
agencies  and  private  enterprises,  and  particu- 
larly with  the  larger  school  districts  and  the 
higher  education  institutions  which  look  to 
the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  for  personnel. 

30.  That,  for  efficiency  of  operation  and  reduc- 
tion of  costs,  adequate  housing  be  provided 
for  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  with  space  allotted  for  all  of  the 
services  and  activities  required  by  law,  and 
with  provision  for  adjacent  office  space  for  re- 
lated programs  now  located  in  four  buildings, 
and  on  different  floors,  with  resultant  loss  of 
staff-time  and  increase  in  cost  of  services. 

31.  That  thoughtful  consideration  be  given  to  the 
future  educational  needs  of  Montana's  people 
and  that  all  of  our  people  participate,  to  the 
extent  possible,  in  the  long-range  planning 
project,  "Designing  Education  for  the  Future." 

Additional  recommendations  are  under  study 
in  preparation  for  possible  suggestion  to  the  Legis- 
lature for  its  consideration. 

The  specific  recommendations  made  here  per- 
tain to  some  of  Montana's  most  urgent  educational 
concerns,  where  action  for  improvement  is  imme- 
diately feasible,  and  where  such  action  will  affect 
significantly  the  rate  of  future  progress.  These 
recommendations  represent  only  a  part  of  the  total 
need  for  change  and  improvement. 

All  the  citizens  of  our  state,  and  especially 
those  serving  in  positions  of  official  responsibility, 
should  be  aware  of  the  challenges  facing  educa- 
tion, and  should  pursue  diligently  the  search  for 
ways  to  meet  those  challenges,  not  only  in  die 
interest  of  better  education,  but  for  the  good  of 
all  of  the  people  of  Montana.

SPECIAL  EDUCATION  SERVICES  IN  SPARSELY  POPULATED  AREAS 

Keynote  Address 
by  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  Harriet  Miller 

at  the  National  Research  Conference  on  Special  Education  Services  for  Sparsely  Populated  Areas* 

cosponsored  by  the  Western  Interstate  Commission  for  Higher  Education  and  the 
Montana  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 

Denver,  Colorado  March  28,  1966 

Exploration  of  special  education  services  in  sparsely  populated  areas  offers  a  tremendous  challenge  to  the  research 
field.  Despite  rapid  escalation  in  kind  and  number  of  educational  research  projects  within  the  past  few  years,  despite 
all  we  hear  about  creativity,  imagination  and  bold  thought,  new  and  better  approaches  to  old  problems,  and  new 
answers  to  new  questions,  little  recognition  and  practically  no  attention  have  been  given  to  this  research  problem. 
There  are  practically  no  research  and  almost  no  guidelines  relevant  to  the  provision  of  special  education  programs 
for  youth  in  geographic  areas  characterized  by  great  space  and  few  people. 

Most  of  the  current  special  education  programs  are  designed  to  serve  clusters  of  children  with  similar  excep- 
tionalities. Cities  and  metropolitan  areas  can  and  do  provide  separate  programs  for  the  hard  of  hearing,  educable  and 
trainable  mentally  retarded,  blind,  partially  seeing,  emotionally  disturbed,  physically  handicapped,  and  gifted.  Trans- 
lation of  these  urban  area  programs  into  similarly  organized  programs  for  use  in  less  populous  areas  has  not  been 
successful.  The  results  have  been  much  less  than  adequate.  The  programs  fall  far  short  of  providing  equal  education- 
al opportunities  for  the  exceptional  children  who  reside  in  sparsely  populated  areas. 

If  one  considers  that  the  large  percentage  of  our  national  population  is  concentrated  within  a  small  number  of 
metropolitan  areas,  it  is  easy  to  realize  that  very  different  educational  organization  patterns  are  necessary  in  various 
regions  and  within  individual  states  themselves  to  reach  all  youth.  It  is  not  so  easy  to  visualize  from  statistics  the 
actual  situations  that  should  command  attention  when  considering  the  really  sparsely  settled  areas.  As  an  example, 
Montana  encompasses  150,000  square  miles  of  mountains  and  plains  where  temperatures  as  low  as  70  degrees  below 
zero  have  been  recorded.  The  state  is  larger  than  the  total  area  of  the  New  England  states,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Maryland,  and  Delaware.  A  single  one  of  Montana's  56  counties  is  larger  than  the  state  of  Connecticut.  But  in  all 
this  vast  area  there  are  only  700,000  people,  averaging  fewer  than  five  per  square  mile. 

Not  surprisingly,  there  are  schools  located  80  miles  from  the  nearest  paved  road.  Some  residents  use  airplanes 
when  they  shop  for  groceries.  School  consolidation  in  such  areas  holds  little  appeal  for  parents  whose  children  would 
be  faced  with  lengthy  bus  trips  on  icy  roads;  often  it  is  hazardous  enough  to  make  the  ten  or  fifteen  mile  trip  by 
jeep  to  the  little  one-teacher  school  which  serves  perhaps  a  half  dozen  children  from  two  or  three  neighboring  ranches. 
Snow  and  ice  in  the  long  winter  and  mud  in  the  spring  frequently  make  the  remote  roads  completely  impassable. 

Let  us  focus  on  this  situation  more  closely.  A  recent  Montana  survey  revealed  11  children  with  5  different  types 
of  handicaps  living  in  a  county  encompassing  3,300  square  miles.  How  can  these  11  be  provided  with  the  multiple 
kinds  of  special  services  they  need? 

In  a  remote  school,  which  has  a  total  of  31  students  in  its  6  grades,  is  a  third  grade  pupil  who  is  rapidly  losing 
her  sight.  The  school  is  420  miles  from  the  state  school  for  the  blind,  and  the  parents  do  not  want  to  send  the  child 
that  far  away.  How  can  the  school  district  meet  her  educational  needs?  What  is  the  answer?  How  do  we  provide 
special  education  for  sparsely  populated  areas? 

Montana  is  by  no  means  unique  in  this  respect.  Many  of  the  WICHE  states  are  similar  examples  of  isolation — 
made  more  striking  by  the  fact  that,  in  states  such  as  Arizona,  Colorado,  and  Utah,  more  than  one-half  of  the  total 
state  population  lives  in  one  to  four  major  cities.  Hawaii,  with  high  population  density  in  most  of  its  area,  faces 
the  problem  of  providing  educational  and  other  programs  to  a  mere  handful  of  people  residing  on  each  of  several 
outlying  islands.  In  Alaska,  towering  mountain  ranges  separate  tiny  villages  and  remote  arctic  outposts  from  each 
other  and  from  the  city  centers  that  offer  a  variety  of  educational  programs  to  the  immediately  surrounding  areas. 

Obviously,  urban  patterns  cannot  be  superimposed  in  the  areas  just  described.  But  in  these  areas  are  exceptional 
children  who  need  special  education  programs. 

Today,  as  never  before,  parents  and  other  lay  groups  are  aware  of  the  importance  of  education.  They,  as  well 
as  Congress,  expect  educators  to  assume  leadership  responsibilities.  There  is  a  need  in  public  school  administration 
for  research  findings  on  which  to  base  more  adequate  educational  programs.  Educators  must  give  direction  and 
stimulate  action  in  education;  researchers  must  become  acquainted  with  problems  faced  by  administrators. 

Of  far  reaching  importance  is  the  likelihood  that  the  research  exploration  in  special  education  will  have  value 
for  many  other  educational  programs  for  youth  in  sparsely  settled  areas.  There  is  a  measure  of  urgency  in  this  task. 
School  administrators  are  asking  for  assistance,  and  the  public  expects  action.  An  unprecedented  number  of  federal 
aid  programs  have  the  potential  for  implementing  research  projects  and  pilot  and  demonstration  programs.  The 
research  field  faces  a  challenge  to  find  new  and  successful  ideas  in  the  provision  of  special  education  programs  to 
those  children  who,  for  geographic  reasons,  have  too  long  been  denied  educational  opportunities  that  would  pre- 
pare them  for  satisfying  and  responsible  adulthood.
